The supplemental estimates provide 
for five items, the major portion being 
the Pensacola Air Station and for Lake 
Denmark. The necessity for the appro- 
priation and the reason for submission 
at this time is explained in the follow- 
ing letter of transmission from General 
Lord, in part:

“Ordnance and ordnance stores, Bu- 
reau of Ordnance: For procuring, pro- 
ducing, preserving, and handling ord- 
nance material, including the same ob- 
jects specified under this head in the 
Naval Appropriation Act for the fiscal 
year 1927, $347,000; for purchase and 
manufacture of smokeless powder, $100,- 
000; total, $447,000. 

Lake Denmark Disaster. 

“On July 10, 1926, lightning struck a 
magazine at the naval ammunition depot, 
Lake Denmark, N. J., resulting in a fire 
and explosions which wrecked practicaily 
all of the buildings on the station and

“Bureau of Aeronautics—Aviation, 
Navy: For the purposes specified under 
this heading in the naval appropriation 
act for the fiscal year 1927, to provide 
for the repair and replacement of public 
property, including buildings and struc- 
tures damaged or destroyed by the hur- 
ricane of Sept. 20, 1926, at the Naval 
Air Station, Pensacola, Fla., and includ- 
ing reimbursement to the appropriation 
‘Aviation, Navy, 1927,’ for expenditures 
and obligations heretofore incurred for 
these purposes, to remain available until 
June 30, 1928, $800,000. 

“The cost of rehabilitating this sta- 
tion can not be met from the amount 
already appropriated for the fiscal year 
1927 without reducing the amount in- 
tended to be used for the procurement 
of airplanes or otherwise crippling or 
curtailing the program for the develop- 
ment of naval aircraft.”

Redetails for Staff 
Ended By Summerall

GENERAL CHARLES P. 

SUMMERALL has instituted a new 
policy in connection with service on the 
General Staff which has met the cordial 
approval of Congress. 

Hereafter, no officer who has served 
as a member of the General Staff in 
Washington will be eligible for redetail. 
This is in accordance with the conten- 
tion of members of the Military Com- 
mittees of the two Houses of Congress 
respecting the law under which the Gen- 
eral Staff organized. It has been 
charged by Congressmen that officers 
have been detailed and redetailed to the 
General Staff when there was specific 
prohibition against anything of the kind, 
and when the purpose of the law was to 
diffuse general knowledge of Staff Serv- 
ice throughout the Army. It has been 
claimed that evasions of the law have 
occurred with the result that the intent 
of Congress has been defeated and many 
worthy officers have not had an oppor- 
tunity to obtain the knowledge and train- 
ing necessary for them and the Army as 
a whole. 

Redetail Friction Eliminated. 

It is learned that immediately after 
General Summerall assumed office, he 
took into consideration this aspect of the 
relation of the Army to Congress. It is 
evident from the conduct of the Chief 
of Staff since Congress reassembled that 
it will be his effort to establish and 
maintain a condition in connection with 
that body which will work to the best

General Price Holds 
Guard Funds Too Low 


GTRESSING the need for increased, 
“not decreased, appropriations for the 
National Guard, Maj. Gen. William G. 
Price, Jr., President of the Nationai 
Guard Association of the United States, 
in an exclusive statement given the 
Army and Navy Journal this week, 
characterized the slash of almost $2,- 
000,000 in the 1928 Budget estimates for 
the Guard compared to the 1927 appro- 
priations as “unthinkable.” 

Cooperation Improved. 
Outlining his views, Gen Price stated: 
“T find such a unanimity of opinion as 

to the needs of the Guard held by the 
War Department and those representing 
the National Guard that there is lack- 
ing that controversal element which has 
existed in the past. This condition is 
no doubt due to the smoother operation 
of the National Defense Act which con- 
cerns the National Guard in its rela- 
tion to the Army, than was evidenced in 
years before the war and has been at 
times since the reorganization of the Na- 
tional Guard. 

“My plans for the year are more or 
less outlined for me by the action of the 
convention set forth in certain resolu- 
tions which were passed during the re- 
cent meeting; the most important of 
which is that concerning sufficient money 
for the maintenance of the National 
Guard. 

Complete Organization Needed. 

“As I view it the very nature of the 
National Guard service requires broad

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: Maintaining 5-5-3 Naval Ratio Is Demand of Editors of the Nation 





OF ABSORBING interest to the country have been the developments in connec- 

tion with the proposed new cruiser program. Nothing could be more gratifying 
to the Naval Service and to all those interested in adequate national defense than 
the manner in which the editors of the Nation’ have rallied behind the principle of 
the 5-5-3 ratio established by the Washington Treaties. There is hope expressed by 
some editors that a new disarmament conference will effect the application of the 
spirit as well as the letter of that ratio to all classes of ships, but if that should 
prove illusory then construction will be undertaken until full equality shall have been 
established. 


THE Chicugo Tribune (republican) asserts that probably the best investment for 
security which the United States can have is the Navy it should have, inferior 

to none in any particular. 
“It is a navy axiom,” continues the Tribune, “that there is no second best 
é We are convinced that the American ships are outranged. Strength 
measured by size of battleships is a delusion. We have no confidence in American 
submarines or in the sufficiency of American aviation. The lack of cruisers is 
notorious. The United States does not have a well balanced, well equipped fleet. 
There is confidence in its men. They always have done, and we think will do, every- 
thing that can be expected of them, but they can’t remedy in time of need lack of 
preparation for which government. policy and popular opinion have been responsible. 
‘ The United States surrendered a great deal at the Washington Conference. 
It scrapped a great deal of its new naval strength, and now we are going further 
than that and are giving up the power conceded to be essential to the whole scheme. 
This, of all nations, can afford to build and maintain the Navy it needs.”

It is unwise. 
TTHE New York World (democratic) takes advantage of the opportunity, under the 

caption, “A Naval Gesture,” to attack the quality of President Coolidge’s leader- 
ship. It points out that in his budget message, the President assured the Nation 
there was no reason for present appropriation for the three cruisers already author- 
ized, and a few weeks later he sanctioned authorization of 10 cruisers. 


“There is something more than a hint,” the World suggests, “that a new Wash- 
ington Conference on sea armament is needed to supplement that of 1921. It is a 
disagreeable reminder to the people of what was well known to naval experts: 
That nations bound by treaty to limit the number of capital ships above 10,000 tons 
can wage a lively competition in submarines, seaplanes, torpedo boats and cruisers 
not in excess of the tonnage limits.” 

The World further expresses the opinion that the American people strongly 
approve the Washington Conference limitations and wili hope there will be no need 
for the construetion of the additional cruisers. 


(He New York Hevald-Tribune (republican) insists we should have “a Navy at 
par.” 

“It would be a satisfactory solution,” argues the Herald-Tribune, “if 
strength were equitably limited and the capital ship ratio were extended to non- 
capital ships. But if such a result is unobtainable, or the conference does not 
materialize, the United States will have to go on buildine cruisers and building 
them much more rapidly. This country believes in the 5-5-3 ratio. It wants our 
Navy kept up to treaty proportions. The Navy is far below parity in cruisers and 
submarines. If a new treaty cannot cure that situation, we must cure it by sensible 
enlargement of the classifications in which we are deficient. Postponement of 
cruiser construction is at best a temporary expedient in the interest of international 
A complete treaty Navy, obtained either by limitation or by new and

The great advantage from the point 
of view of General Summerall, as weli 
as from Congress, lies in the fact that 
instead of a special few beeoming fami- 
liar with General Staff work and policies, 
a large number will be trained, and, re- 
assigned to troops, will orient their as- 
sociates in the work they did and which 
their successors are doing in Wash- 
ington. 

There is reason to believe that Gen- 
ral Summeraid likewise will recommend 
to the Seeretary of War that the policy 
he has applied to the General. Staff shall 
e extended to the various. staff depart- 
nents of the Army. It is claimed:a sys- 
em has been in force whereby officers 
having to leave Washington have ar- 
‘anged to replace their successors ai 
he end of the tour of duty. This prae-

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HE New York Times (democratic) suggests there is an excellent argument for 

the program to which the President has now agreed. But it is also evident that 
considerations. were brought to the attention of Mr. Coolidge having to do with the 
building projects of other navies. In particular has the activity in British and 
Japanese shipyards been pointed to as evidence that if the United States did not 
also proceed to build more cruisers, our Navy would soon drop behind the ratio fixed 
at the Washington Conference. The Times, arguing in favor of a new disarmament 
conference im one editorial, says in another that “in the event of war, the United 
States, without a squadron of 10,000 ton cruisers, would be at a disadvantage.” 
It adds: 

“The General Board would be at fault if it did not use its influence to have added 
to the fleet the largest light cruisers that can be built. If the conference is 
held and a limitation puts an end to competitive building, there would be no necessity 
to use a dollar of the appropriation.” 


'FHE Baltimore Sun (democratic) argues that the President “has not kissed the 
big-navy men of the House away with a mere authorization of 10 new cruisers; 
he has. whetted their appetites and fed their self-esteem. And naturally they de- 
mand that to the new authorization of 10 shall be added the immediate construction 
of the three under the previous authorization. Mr. Coolidge does not shine in such 
situations. But it will be amazing if he yields in this latest development.” 


‘PRE Public Ledger, of Philadelphia (independent republican) declares that “it 

these 10 keels are laid down and these fighting ships are completed, the world 
should blame London, Tokyo, Paris and Rome and. not we. The 10 cruiser bill is 
neither a threat nor a challenge, but it is a warning that is unmistakable. Notice is 
given that we can, if we must, build as many ships as any power or group of powers 
forces us to build.” 


THE Army and Navy Journal's communication from the President relative to the 
estimates and its interview with Chairman Butler, of the House Naval Committee, 
have been a subject of editorial comment throughout the country. The /ndianapolis 
News (republican) attributes to the editor of this paper a statement made by the 
White House spokesman, as to the sufficiency of the estimates, and on the basis of 
that statement argues that “with the prospect of another comference for the reduc- 
tion of naval armaments, it is felt that it would be foolish to spend a lot of money 
now for the purpose of adding to our naval strength.” The Washington Post (inde- 
pendent republican), in a well written and vigarous edit rial, observes: 

“Chairman Butler, of the House Committee on Naval Affairs, has 
through the Army ond Navy Journal what had been suspected by many American 
observers, namely, that certain foreign governments have violated the Washington 
Arms Limitation Treaty and are now engaged in increasing the strength of thei: 
navies beyond the point contemplated by the treaty. The mony gained by some of! 
those governments. in debt concessions by the United States, or in failing to pay their 
debts, is now being devoted to armaments. 

“The United States Navy falls behind its treaty strength as foreign navies are 
made stronger. Thus the purpose of the Washington Treaty is destroyed and the 
effort to put an end to naval competition is frustrated. In order to bring the United 
States Navy up to an equality with other navies it is proposed to build new cruisers. 
But the budget has been made up for 1928, and President Coolidge is reported to be 
reluctant to approve of appropriations for new cruisers at present, although he favors 
adoption of a program for building 10 cruisers at some future time. 

“Who knows whether the United States needs cruisers, submarines, airplane 
carriers, naval bases, «> all of them, in order to place its Navy upon an equality 
with the British Navy? The only persons qualified to answer the question are thw 
members of the Naval War College.”

Preparedness Need Realized. 

What is the cause of this friendly dis- 
position on the part of Congress? There 
are numerous contributing factors. Ii 
is evident from talks with members. of 
both Houses that they have come to 
realize that the United States has only 
one friend—itself—and that it behooves 
the Government to prepare for any and 
all eventualities. There is no aggres- 
sive spirit in Washington. On the other 
hand, the effort has been to aid other 
nations, to induce them to disarm, and 
even to make sacrifices in order to effect 
such disarmament. 

The feeling that is abroad throughout 
the country that Europe will lose no 
effort to avoid debt payment, the dislike 
of America and Americans which has 
been manifested in various ways, the 
revelations at the Preliminary Disarma- 
ment Conference at Geneva which were 
exclusively reported by the Army and 
Navy Journal and which were confirmed 
by the testimony taken by the House 
Naval Committee—all these things 
tended to impress Congress with the nee- 
essity of promoting National Defense. 
Neither in the Senate nor in the House, 
and, of course, not in the administration, 
is there any evidence of a_ policy of 
militarism. The services themselves 
would oppose anything of the kind: But 
proper and adequate defense is not mil- 


the experts who know and to act favo 
ably thereon. 
Will Inerease Friendliness. 

Another aspect of the matter is the 
belief of Congress that if the United 
States is sufficiently well equipped with 
a fleet equal to that of any other power 
and an army which would serve as a 
nucleus for the creatiou of a large army, 
greater care will be shown by foreign 
powers in the maintaining 
friendly relations wits us. After the 
war, the feeling particularly in this 
country was that the services could be 
continuously. reduced until the United 
States should have a mere fraction of the 
forces essential for its security. Pacifism, 
aided by communism, beeame rampant. 
Large sums of money were on 
this form of propaganda. Fortunately, 
the sources of the propaganda aroused 
the distrust of the people, and the ex 
amination of pacifists by the House 
Military Committee confirming general 
suspicions caused Congress to adopt an 
about-face and to lend a more attentive 
ear to the needs of the services. 

It would be too: mueh to expect that 
the millenium has come and that Con- 
gress will provide all the things which 
the Army, the Navy and Marine Corps 
require. But this much can be said: A 
more liberal attitude will be observed 
during the present session, and when 
adjournment: oceurs at least forward 
steps will have been taken in the in 
terest of National Defense.

Army Chaplains Oppose Hill 

Promotion Bill As Injurious 
(CHAPLAINS of the United States 

Army and their friends are very 
much against the bill, H. R. 15281, in- 
troduced by Mr. Lister Hill, of Alabama, 
as being against their efficiency and in- 
terests. The Secretary of War has al- 
ready put himself on record as favoring 
Senate Bill 3284, introduced by Mr. 
Wadsworth, and H. R. 9513, introduced 
by Mr. Morin. Under date of Dec. 15, 
1926, Secretary of War Davis, wrote a 
letter to the Federal Council of Churches, 
reendorsing S. 3284, and which is prac- 
tically on a par with H. R. 9513. 

The main objection to the bill, H. R. 
15281, by chaplains and their friends, are 
the following: 

It reduces the number of chaplains 
from 125 to 110, deprives them of grade 
and rank except among themselves, and 
actually promotes them into a pay pe- 
riod. There are now applications for the 
services of an additional 25 chaplains. 

It restricts the appointment of a chief 
of chaplains to those officers who have 
served for more than 20 years, instead 
of 14 as at present, and this it is de- 
clared might prohibit the appointment of 
the best equipped chaplain.

Voluntary Retirement. 

Officers with ten years’ total service 
may apply for voluntary retirement or 
transfer to the reserve to the number 
of three per cent of each grade above 
that of Second Lieutenant. 

The effect of the plan, if adopted, on 
promotion after it had come into normal 
operation, would be to promote officers 
after total commissioned service approx- 
imately as follows:

To First Lieutenant after 3 years 
To Captain after 7 years 
To Major ‘ after 14 years 
To Lieutenant Colonel. after 21 years 
To Colonel after 28 years 
To Brigadier General after 35 years 
The provisions as to retirement or 


transfer are similar to those in the Brit- 
ten Bill, with a few modifications. Offi- 
cers of the grade of Major and above, 
and Captains and First Lieutenants with 
over twenty years’ total service on the 
date of transfer, will be transferred to 
the Marine Corps Reserve with pay at 
the rate of two and one-half per cent 
per annum of their active pay times the 
number of years of service which they 
are entitled to count for longevity pay. 
At the end of thirty years’ service, count- 
ing both service on the active list and 
in the service, these officers would be 
transferred to the retired list. 

Captains and First Lieutenants having 
less than twenty years’ total service on 
transfer to the reserve would be honor- 
ably discharged from the Marine Corps 
Reserve upon the expiration of seven 
years from the date of their transfer. 
When transferred to the reserve, they 
would be paid an amount equal to three 
years’ pay for Captains, and two years’ 
pay for First Lieutenants, and _ there- 
after, until discharged, they would re- 
ceive, if Captains, one-third of their pay, 
and if First Lieutenants, one-sixth of 
their pay. 

Officers on the transfer list who were 
commissioned from warrant grades 
would have the option of reverting to 
those grades instead of being transferred 
to the reserve.

Navy Department Plans Use 


Of Oil Wells in Litigation 





NTICIPATING a ruling in the oil 
~* case by the Supreme Court early in 
the year, departmental experts have 
been werking out, under instructions 
from Secretary Wilbur, plans for taking 
over operation of the wells in case of a 
decision favorable to the Government 
with the resultant cancellation of the 
present contracts. 

A definite plan of procedure, as well 
as an alternative, is virtually completed 
but in view of contingencies that may 
arise the details will not be made pub- 
lic prior to the Supreme Court’s action. 
It is definitely known that the guiding 
policy of the department will be con- 
servation and every effort will be made 
to keep as much of the oil under ground 
as possible, as long as possible. 

Three Procedures Open. 

Legal procedure will give a period of 
approximately 30 days between the 
court’s ruling and the actual cancella- 
tion of the contracts in the event of a 
Government victory which is being freely 
predicted. Three procedures are open. 
One would be to cap the wells and cease 
operation. A second would be for the 
Government to take over the actual op- 
eration and the third, which is most 
likely be followed, would be for the Gov- 
ernment to ask for bids for operating 
them, probably on a royalty basis. 

Final decision will depend in a meas- 
ure on the specific findings of the court 
and on certain conditions in the neigh- 
boring fields. 

Royalties Increased. 

Since the filing of the Government 
suits approximately three years ago, re- 
ceipts from the royalty oil have been pil- 
ing up in the hands of the receivers until 
now about $11,500,000 is being held in 
Liberty Bonds and in the banks. In ad- 
dition to this, approximately $11,000,000 
would have to be refunded to the Gov- 
ernment by Edward Doheney, in case 
the court so rules, for the money ad- 
vanced under the contract for the con- 
struction of the tanks at Pear! Harbor. 

Already about a million and a half 
barrels of fuel oil is stored in the tanks 
and the others, with a capacity of about 
two and a half million barrels, are, ac- 
cording to the Government experts, not 
deteriorating. Such damage as was done 
by the initial delay in getting oil into 
them cannot be undone but the steps 
taken to stop the rusting process will 
continue effective for a couple of years 
more. 

Suggest Disposal of Funds. 

In the ordinary course of events this 
twenty odd million dollars will be turned 
into the U. S. Treasury if the Govern- 
ment gets a decision from the Supreme 
Court. Two interesting alternatives 
however have been suggested. The first, 
is that Congressional action be secured 
for these funds to be utilized to pur- 
chase oil in the open market for the 
immediate fillage of the tanks at Peari 
Harbor. The other, which has scant 
support in naval circles but may meet 
with approval in other Government cir- 
cles, is to utilize this money, by Act of 
Congress, for the new cruisers and other 
“Increase Navy” and thus solve the per- 
plexing problem that now confronts the 


President and the Naval Committees. 
It would have the effect of providing 
immediate appropriations for the new 


construction without any additional bur- 
den on the tax payerss. 

While the course of the trials have 
been followed with considerable interest

There 
is a general feeling, too, that a strong 
possibility of trouble between the United 
States and Japan developing during the 
next decade existed up to the time of 
the Arms Conference. That there was 
any immediate possibility of war or thal 
Japan at any time contemplated imme- 
diate hostile action is scouted and talk 
of it is classed as “bunk.” 





Fine Arts Commission to Meet 
Jan. 6 on Army Housing Plan 


WHEN the regular meeting of the Fine 

Arts Commission takes place next 
Thursday, January 6, 1927, a general 
didscussion will be held on the Army’s 
housing situation and plans will be con- 
sidered for securing the best possible 
type of buildings for the various loca- 
tions. 

It is the earnest desire of Secretary of 
War Dwight F. Davis to have the vari- 
ous barracks, officers’ quarters, conform 
to the most tasteful style, as regards 
utility and comfort, that it is possible to 
provide with the funds available, and it 


is his contention that simplicity and 
beauty are not incompatible’ with 
economy. 


Army War College Model. 

According to a member of the Fine 
Arts Commission, architects are almost 
unanimous in their approval of the Army 
War College and its attendant group of 
buildings as a model for the entire Army. 
However this does not mean that this 
same style should be carried out through- 
out the service; buildings at various 
posts and stations should conform more 
or less to the type that predominates in 
the surrounding country and should be 
adapted to the particular climatic condi- 
tions of their particular location. 

The aim of Secretary Davis and of the 
Fine Arts Commission, is to improve 
the general housing conditions by intel- 
ligent planning and design to suit the lo- 
cation of the proposed buildings rather 
than to leave these all important details 
to the local contractors and builders. 

Concentration to Save Money. 

Concentration in the new Army hous- 
ing program will not only contribute to 
the comfort of officers and men, but it 
will reduce the cost of maintenance con- 
siderably, especially as regards roads, 
walks, water systems, sewage systems, 
heat, power, ete. Barracks, stables, 
motor and sheds, must be located with 
reference to drill fields, and supply in- 
stallations. Officers’ quarters, hospitals, 
and recreation facilities, must be located 
not only with reference to the proximity 
to the barracks, but with a view to min- 


imizing the requirements for roads, 
water lines, sewage lines, and power 
conduits. 


New barracks as already mentioned in 
this paper, will generally be of a type to 
accommodate a battalion or its equiva- 
lent in other branches. However, varia- 
tions will result for each branch of the 
service, such as Infantry, Cavalry, Field 
Artillery and Air Corps; in cases where 
the topography is unusually broken; and 
also where it is desirable to conform to 
general types of the locality or to per- 
manent buildings already in existence.

PRAISES ARMY SINGLE LIST. 
Editor Army and Navy Journal: 
CRITICISM of the single list of the 

Army has appeared in many quar- 
ters, and Congress is now considering the 
matter. The report of the Secretary of 
War and the presentations of his imme- 
diate subordinates will, it is believed, 
serve to prevent any radical action being 
taken. But the appeal of individuals and 
groups who have manifestly suffered, 
due to the application of the law, are 
pressing, and unless the entire situation 
is thoroughly understood, may be con- 
vineing. 

Where differences of opportunity, 
where a few days longer service, where 
peculiar interpretations of law place cer- 
tain officers and groups of officers in 
such position as to make the contrast 
between themselves and their contem- 
poraries so marked, we are liable, in 
sympathy for the individual, to lose sight 
of the fact that the Army is mainta:med 
for the service of the Nation, and when 
the general and permanent good of the 
service is affected, even justice to the in- 
dividual must give way. 

We have recently had a study made of 
past organization of tactical units. The 
result of the study shows the wisdom of 
the single list. For we find not a single 
board considering organization, prior to 
the adoption of the single list, that did 
not give far more thought to parity of 
promotion in the different arms than to 
the tactical use of troops. In one in- 
stance the organization of cavalry units 
in accordance with the system of an 
European army was urged; the argument 
most strongly pressed by its proponents 
was that this organization would serve 
to bring the cavalry officers, then greatly 
retarded in promotion, to equality of 
rank with their classmates of the In- 
fantry arm. 

Another board, whose report covered 
some fifty pages, took up the matter of 
divisional organization. Early in the re- 
port the Surgeon General stated that any 
reduction in medical personnel with the 
division would be a _ serious mistake. 
With this exception, the entire report 
was devoted to a discussion, not of or- 
ganization or tactics, but of methods by 
which promotion might be equalized. It 
is a well known fact that the Army as a 
whole would not support the National De- 
fense Act of 1916 until it contained pro- 
visions advancing the promotion of the 
retarded arms, even though this resuited 
in an ill balanced situation as to organ- 
izations and officers of commensurate 
rank that continues to this day. 

Justice to Officers. 

It is a fact that never, until the adop- 
tion of the single list, could the officers 
consider organization without this ques- 
tion of promotion entering. It is asking 
almost too much of humanity to expect 
the most earnest, able and conscientious 
officer to accept and recommend an or- 
ganization that means he must be con- 
tent to see himself ranked and com- 
manded by officers junior to him in age, 
service and experience. And this is just 
what was demanded prior to the act of 
1920. Since then all have been able to do 
constructive work without personal in- 
terest, favorable or unfavorable, enter- 
ing into the study. 

The old system was followed for many 
years. It was a failure. It made dis- 
content in the Army at least equal to 
that which exists today. It gave officers 
of certain branches an advantage equal 
to that enjoyed by certain groups on the 
promotion list today. It placed officers 
of other branches at a disadvantage 
equal to that of certain unfortunate 
groups today. It gave to interbranch 
rivalry, which should be generous, a bit- 
terness that prevented generosity. And 
it actually prevented any logical balanc- 
ing of the different branches. 

The single list is comparatively in its 
infancy. It was instituted at a time 
when the great increase in officers was 
bound to cause just the difficulties that 
now exist. Even if it took fifty years to 
correct the conditions that have caused 


| 
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the present situation, Congress should 
stand firm for the sound principle and 
not consider returning to a system that 
was tried for over 100 years, resulted in 
a failure and offered no hope of ever 
serving the best interests of the Na- 
tion, or of ensuring justice and equality 
of opportunity to the officers of the 
Army. FAIR PLAY.

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MANY REASONS GIVEN FOR RESIGNATIONS OF OFFICERS. 
J URING the recent hearings in Congress before the House Committee on Military 

Affairs Secretary of War Davis in the course of a discussion on the resignations 
of officers from the Army was asked by Mr. Garrett to give the figures as to just 
how many officers had resigned and in what length of time the West Pointers had 
resigned after four years. 

In reply Mr. Davis gave figures which showed that during 1925 there were 77 
resignations from West Pointers and 94 from others, a total of 171 for the year. In 
1926 (to include Nov. 30), 68 West Pointers resigned and 92 other officers, a total 
of 160. 

For the calendar years of 1925-26 there were 100 second lieutenants (West 
Pointers) who have resigned with less than four years’ service, three with four 
years, and one with five years. Other officers who resigned were five with less than 
five vears’ experience, eight with six, eight with seven, four with eight, one with 
nine. one with 10, one with 13, four with 15, two with 18, and three with 25. 
Total. 145. 

The causes for the resignations of officers from Jan. 1, 1925, to Nov. 30, 1926, 
among West Pointers and others totaled 331, divided as follows: West Pointers: 
Army pay inadequate, 38; better opportunities in civil life, 44; promotion too slow, 
8: business matters require whole attention, 8; health of members of family, 12; no 
desire to continue military profession, 26; family objections to service, 1; to avoid 
disciplinary action, 3; good of the service, 3; inadequate quarters, 2; no reason 
given, 3; total, 143. . 

Other officers: Army pay inadequate, 22; better opportunities in civil life, 60; 
promotion too slow, 7; business matters require whole attention, 20; health of mem- 
bers of family, 12; no desire to continue military profession, 19; family objections 
to service, 2; to avoid disciplinary action, 11; good of the service, 16; inadequate 
quarters, 1; no reasons given, 18; total, 188. 

An extract from the report of the Chief of Staff for 1926 regarding resigna- 
tions says: 

“This marked increase in resignations during the recent fiscal years as is the 
case with the desertion of enlisted men, is probably due in part to the present con- 
ditions under which officers must live. This state of affairs has especial application 
to the cases of married officers above the grade of lieutenant who have the future 
welfare of their wives and children to consider. The prompt consummation of the 
housing project should serve as a partial remedy. 

“The greatest increase in resignations has occurred among junior officers, where 
there is the largest percentage of unmarried. In their case one cause is the prospect 
of long service in junior grades. The only remedy for this cause would be the elim- 
ination of the present stagnation in promotion.”

PARING OF NATIONAL GUARD FUNDS CONDEMNED. 
FFICERS of the National Guard are loud in their condemnation of the cutting 
down of the appropriation for summer training camps by the Director of the 
Budget on the plea of conforming to the President’s policy of economy. Prominent 
officers point out that the slash in the necessary appropriation may be called “econ- 
omy.” but they declare that the real word should be “parsimony,” with the result 
than the efficiency of the National Guard will be materially injured. 

In a discussion among a group of officers it was said, in effect: “The National 
Guard in past years has had 15 days’ actual training in the field, no time being lost 
for transportation to and from the camp. Under the deep cut in the appropriation 
by the Director of the Budget the training period for the troops of the largest States, 
at least, who have to travel a considerable distance, will be cut down to about 11 days’ 
actual training, as about four days will be required for travel. 

“For the next summer field training period the travel and training must all be 
done in a 15-day limit. We can’t have an efficient National Guard or Army or Re- 
serves without money. This paring down of absolutely necessary appropriations 
is going to be ruinous to all the components of the Army, and will destroy the morale 
and the efficiency. 

“Then again there is no money provided for the four-day camps of instruction 
held previous to the main camps and which have proved so beneficial. The National 
Guard, among other things, is short of horses and motor equipment, and some of the 
horses now in use have long since reached the retiring age. They are weak in the 
knees and otherwise infirm. The guard also needs modern airplanes, and it is no 
less than a crime to permit the use of some of the antiquated aircraft now in the 
National Guard. It is a grave injustice to citizen soldiers who are voluntarily serv- 
ing their State and Nation. It behooves National Guardsmen to get busy with pro- 
tests to their Congressmen.”

FORMER EDITOR OF THE JOURNAL WRITES OF ARMY CONDITIONS. 
BRIG. GEN. HENRY J. REILLY, O. R. C., who was editor of the Army and Navy 

Journal for some years, has written a series of articles on “Our Crumbling 
National Defense” to appear in the Century Magazine, beginning with the January 
Issue. 

Since severing his connection with the Army and Navy Journal, General Reilly 
has reported conditions in the Far East for prominent newspapers and thus _in- 
creased his knowledge of world affairs and the possibilities of explosions involving 
the United States. 

The publishers announce that General Reiily’s series of articles constitute “an 
urgent appeal to the Nation’s common sense.” The first article deals with the de- 
plorable housing conditions in the Army, the poor rations, use of antiquated horses 
and other subjects on which the War Department repeatedly has urged Congress to 
enact remedial legislation. There is no doubt the long experience of General Reilly, 
his former Army service and his knowledge of National Defense needs, will be help- 
ful in getting the appropriations so urgently needed by the services.

NEW BAND TRAINING REGULATIONS WELCOMED. 

THE new training regulations for Army Bands prepared under the direction of

Moreover, after guardmount or parade, the 
change from playing formation to column of twos presented the same difficulty.

NAVY BACHELOR LAMENTS PAY DISCRIMINATION. 
[D'SCRIMINATION in officer pay against the “Un-weds,” long a source of irritae 
tion among those without families, who contend that the aleged premium on 
matrimony is unconstitutional and unfair, is responsible for the following diatribe by 
one of the well known junior bachelors of the Navy: 

With the recent pronouncement from Italy detailing the levying of a tax on 
bachelors one wonders if Mussolini is not encroaching upon the good nature of those 
responsible for the present pay bill by apparently stealing the thunder which is 
rightfully theirs for being the first exponents of legislation attacking the sacred 
rights of bachelorhood through the well known and all important pocketbook. 

Of course, Premier Mussolini, while justly credited with the attributes of Courage 
and Audacity, proposes merely to levy a tax on those enjoying single blessedness.

FIELD ARTILLERY OBSERVERS TO DIRECT FIRE URGED. 
‘IELD Artillery observers in the United States Army are under the present regu- 
lations, officers of the Air Corps, but many officers of Field Artillery believe 
that such observers should be officers of Field Artillery, as it is believed that they 
could better direct the fire than the Air Corps officers. As to this contention, Maj. 
Gen. William J. Snow, Chief of Field Artillery, U. S. A., says: 

“Field Artillery aerial observers should be Field Artillery officers. To the 
best of my knowledge this is the practice in foreign armies, and certainly it is 
common sense. Yet in our Army, Field Artillery observers are Air Service officers. 
The principal business of the Field Artiilery observer is to adjust fire. Then why 
not assign this duty to a man whose ordinary everyday work, is the adjustment of 
fire—a Field Artilleryman, for Field Artillery adjustment? Instead of this, we take 
an Air Service officer whose principal business is flying a plane, and try and make 
an observer out of him. The procedure is illogical. 

“In his daily work of adjusting fire, the Field Artillery officer invariably seeks 
the best post of observation—a hill, tree, steeple, etc.—The higher the better. 
Going up in an airplane is but one step further. After a few flights to give him the 
feel of the air, he has no difficulty in making better observation than he can on the 
ground. But if Field Artillerymen are to be ‘artillery observers’ the financial bene- 
fits now accruing to the Air Service officer, should accrue to the Field Artillery 
officer also. This is simple justice.” 
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New Fire Control Instrument 


Of Value Developed By Tests 
QX® of the most important develop- 
ments at the combined tests of the 
Ordnance Department and Coast Artil- 
lery Corps, at Aberdeen this year, was 
the new fire control instrument for the 
use of the larger caliber guns against 
aircraft. 

The new instrument is so designed, 
that, giver the altitude of the plane, 
which is easily determined, the only ac- 
tion required is for one observer to fol- 
low the target’s elevation, and anothe1 
to follow its direction, both through tcle- 
scopes mounted on the instrument. 

The movements of these two telescopes 
control a mechanism which transmits 
electrically all firing data to the gum oi 
guns. _The data comprise the elevation 
and direction to be given the gun, so 
that the shel! fired will intersect the path 
of the plane. 

The same instrument mechanically in- 
dicates the exact fuse setting that wiil 
explode the shell at the moment it reaches 
the point of intersection of the course 
of the plane and shell. 

Mechanically, the instrument moves 
pointers on the gun and on the fuse-sct- 
ting machine. Al! that is required of the 
gun crew is to keep the gun set at the 
elevation and direction automatically in- 
dicated and to feed the ammunition into 
the fuse-setting machine, and from these 
into the gun. 

The gun is a semiautomatic loader 
which can be fired at the rate of 27 shots 
per minute. 

FOREIGN DUTY ROSTER. 
YYARRANT Officers of the Army will 

be pleased to learn that the War 
Department has just decided to keep a 
foreign service roster for such of them 
as desire foreign service. In the past 
Warrant Officers have not had the oppor- 
tunity for service abroad which many of 
them desired. 

The regulations prepared on the mat- 
ter, which are ready to be sent out by the 
War Department, state in part: 

There will be kept in the War Depart- 
ment a roster of warrant officers who de- 
sire foreign service, and replacements on 
foreign service will be furnished, as far as 
practicable, from this roster. Any warrant 
officer who wishes his name placed on this 
roster may send directly to The Adjutant 
General a letter in the following form: 

“I desire foreign service in: First choice 

second choice third choice 
I request that my name be placed on the 
roster accordingly. My dependents are 


Warrant Officers who do not desire for- 
eign service due to return frem foreign 
service can also state their preferences 
in a similar letter to the A. G. Concern- 
ing the latter the circular states: 

Such a request should be made only when 
the warrant officer has definitely decided 
that he will not request extension of tour 
of foreign service and should reach the 
War Department at least four months be- 
fore expiration of tour of foreign service. 
When assignment to station has been made 
application for change of station will be 
considered.

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Gen. Snow Flays U. S. Army 
Housing and Sees No Relief 


TT'HE disgraceful living conditions at 

many of the posts of the Regu'ar 
Army are handled without gloves by 
Maj. Gen. William J. Snow, U. S. A., 
Chief of Field Artillery, who even in the 
present appropriation of some $7,000,000 
for new housing sees no practical relief. 

The remarks of Gencral Snow, which 
have not heretofore been made public, 


| are in his report to the War Department 


for the present year. 
Field Artillery Suffers. 

The general says: 

“The most vital, the most neglected, 
the most harmful evil of all, under which 
the Field Artillery and the Army suffer 

living conditions. The morale of many 
Field Artillery commands is still main- 
tained against a chronic state of mis- 


| erable living conditions and personal dis- 
| comfort. 


No adequate and suitable relief 
for these conditions has ever been pro- 
posed. And, in making this statement, I 
do not overlook the passage of recent 
legislation, creating the Military Post 
Fund, and subsequent legislation appro- 
priating $7,000,000 from this fund for 
construction. But the Military Post 
Construction Fund will never contain 
sufficient funds (unless largely supple- 
mented: by direct appropriations from the 
Treasury) to properly house the Army. 
And, in addition, the construction is to 
be spread over ten years. But the neces- 
sity for housing is not ten years away. 
It is today. 

“After nearly eight years the sore has 
become chronic and is accepted as a visi- 
tation of Providence. No delay shculd be 
permitted in presenting the deplorable 
housing conditions for immediate remedy 
—not over a period of years—for nearly 
eight years already have passed—but 
now, at once. I cannot too strongly urge 
this necessity. At Camp Lewis, Fort Sill, 
Fort Benning, Fort Bragg, Fort Benja- 
min Harrison, Camp Travis, enlisted 
men, officers, women, and children live 
under conditions which are a shame to 
the Government. 

Government Breaks Faith. 

“The Government breaks faith with its 
ofiicers and enlisted men when it requires 
irem to live under such conditions, in 
time of profound peace. The Field 
Artillery requires rather considerable 
areas for its training. It has been placed 
as a rule in camps or stations near such 
areas. There it struggles to patch up 
buildings not worth patching; to replace 
underpinning before the quarters collapse. 
In fire traps of the most absurd nature 
it houses its personel, animals, and ma- 
terial. 

“No responsible individual of the Gov- 
ernment has ever, to my knowledge, even 
proposed adequate relief. It has become 
like a plague in india or an earthquake 
in Japan—too distant and too common to 
command more than a passing thought. 
A flood in the lower Mississippi, a cyclone 
in Texas, is recognized immediately with 
liberal appropriations. The more mis- 
erable chronic condition of housing for 
soldiers touches no purse string. 

“We talk of penal reform in this coun- 
try. (A subject with which I am in full 
sympathy.) But mest penitentiaries and 
many local jails are incomparably more 
comfortable and better in their housing 
facilities than are many places occupied 
by the Regular Army. The men and 
women in these jails and penitentiaries 
are criminals, degenerates, and enemies 
of society. Yet, if we are to judge by 
housing conditions, they are much more 
highly thought of by the American peo- 
ple than are the personnel of the Regu- 
lar Army, the backbone of our National 
Defense System. Such is, of course, not 
actually the case, and in reality the 
failure to properly house the Army is, I 
think, due to the War Department not 
bringing the deplorable situation to the 
attention of the American people with 
sufficient force and c'carness.”

T is considered likely that the annual 
detail of officers to the General Sery- 
ice Schools, and the Special Service 
Schools of the Army will be announced 
early this month. The list cf names 
has usually been announced in March, 
but The Adjutant General’s Office has 
practically completed the new list of de- 
tails, and will announce them at the 
earliest date possible. 
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Navy’s China Patrol Anxious 
To Receive Six New Gun Boats 


(CAPTAINS aad sategebens of Ameri- 
‘ean men-of-war operating in the 
Chinese rivers are looking forward to 
the completion of the six river gunboats 
y building. Political turmoil existing 
in China has resulted in demands by the 
State Department for rapid movements 
of naval vessels up the perilous Yangtze 
and = shoal West River. Navigational 
skill of the highest type is required in 
getting the present gunboats, some of 
them launched before the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War, to the points where protection 
is needed. 
Of the American gunbeats in Chinese 
waters, the “Pampanga,” “Helena,” 
“Villalobos” and “Eleano” are all ap- 
proximately 30 years old and are in poor 
material condition. The Helena is not 
fit for sea. The Pampanga is in bad 
condition. Modern radio is badly needed 
for all six gunboats permanently sta- 
tioned along the Yangtze and on the 
South China patrol. The six new gun- 
boats now under construction at Shang- 
hai will partially relieve this situation. 

Contracts for these gunboats were 
placed with the Kiangan Dock and Engi- 
neering Works March 1, 1926. The de- 
livery date of the first vessel to be com- 
pleted is in March; 1927, and of the last 
vessel in January, 1928. The machinery 
for the first two gunboats to be delivered 
is being built by the contractor and for 
the other four hy the navy yard, New 
York. The bulist-proof steel and cer- 
tain other features entering into the con- 
struction of the vessels are being fur- 
nished by the Navy Department for in- 
stallation by the contractor, and the con- 
tracts provide for the purchase of the 
steel hull in the United States. 

The six gunboats will be constructed 
in three different sizes though a similar 
design of oil-burning boilers and steam- 
driven reciprocating engines has been 
adopted for all vessels. Two of the gun- 
boats will be 150 feet long, of 380 tons 
displacement, with a speed of 14% 
knots; two of 180 feet length; 410 tons 
displacement, with a speed of 15 knots; 
and two 198 feet long, of 575 tons, with 
a speed of 16 knots. The latter two 


will be fitted with flagship accommoda- 
tions. 

The power installation of the gunboats 
has been carefully studied, for in tra- 


versing the gorges and rapids of the 
Yangtze, as well as the dangerous points 
of the West River, speed and control are 
vital factors in safe navigation. The two 
gunboats on the South China Patrol, the 
Helena and Pampangas, do not face 
the same difficulties in this respect as the 
gunboats along the Yangtze, although 
recently the Pampanga, in going to the 
aid of doctors and missionaries forced 
to evacuate the Stout Memorial Hospital 
it Wuchow, found her power installation 
barely equal to the task of bucking the 
current in the West River. 

Two gunboats of the Yangtze patrol 
are kept above the gorges throughout 
the year, keeping watch there with Brit- 
ish and French gunboats. In the winter 
eason,, due to very low water, these 

sels are, except by radio, isolated from 
the world. They can not traverse the 
gorges leading to the lower river and 
must remain in that stretch of the river 
from Chungking to Wahnsien for months 
at a time. 


PITTSBURGH TO CHINA STATION. 
THE U. S. S. Pittsburgh will soon re- 

visit the anchorages of almost 20 
years ago when she was the U. S. S. 
Pennsylvania of the famed armored 
cruiser squadron. She was relieved by 
the Memphis as flagship of the Naval 
Forces in Europe and is relieving the 
U.S. S. Huron as flagship of the Asiatic 


Fleet.

Pian Mutual Signal System 

N order to encourage and develop in 

time of peace the ability of vessels of 
the U. S. mercantile marine to communi- 
cate by visual signals with naval vessels 
and with each other, the Secretary of 
the Navy has written letters to steam- 
ship associations explaining the desira- 
bility of adopting a plan of signal pro- 
cedure. 

The plan, which has been submitted 
to the American Steamship Owners’ As- 
sociation, Pacific American Steamship 
Association and the Shipping Board, 
suggests that merchant ships be re- 
quired: (1) to develop the ability to ex- 
change visual signals during daylight by 
international flags, semaphore and wig- 
wag; (2) to install facilities to develop 
the ability to exchange visual signals 
during darkness by flashing light; and 
(3) to cooperate with naval vessels in ex- 
change of day and night signals by above 
methods whenever practicable. 

A favorable reply has been made by 
the Pacific American Steamship Associ- 
ation and the Shipping Board is con- 
sidering the procedure. Pending further 
cooperation, the Office of Naval Com- 
munications in the Navy Department is 
drawing up instructions to naval vessels 
for carrying out the plan. Once the 
plan is placed in operation, competitive 
exercises are contemplated, and relative 
standings will be given wide dissemina- 
tion in both the naval service and the 
mercantile marine. 

The desirability of encouraging and 
developing in time of peace the ability 
of merchant marine vessels to communi- 
cate with naval vessels and with each 
other was forcibly brought to attention 
during the World War when the convoy 
system was inaugurated. In order to 
guarantee visual communication between 
ships of the convoy, and between them 
and their naval escort, it became neces- 
sary to place naval signal personnel on 
these vessels. Even this expedient was 
not entirely satisfactory because of the 
Navy’s inability to provide signalmen in 
sufficient numbers to meet the merchant 
ship demands and at the same time have 
the necessary number of signalmen for 


_| men-of-war. 


As far back as 1908, Navy officers, 
recognizing the desirability of promot- 
ing efficient visual signalling between 
naval and merchant ships, attempted to 
interest ship owners and operators, but 
the letters recently written are the first 
active initiation of such a scheme by the 
Navy Department. 

The Navy Department believes that 
the proposed procedure will not only 
tend to increase the efficiency of mer- 
chant marine signalling, but will also 
develop in merchant ships greater fa- 
cilities for both day and night signalling. 
Communication between British men-of- 
war and merchant ships is carried on ex- 
tensively throughout the world, with 
regular reports on signal exercises sub- 
mitted quarterly and published in ship- 
ping gazettes. 


ENLISTED RATING MARKS. 
(THE following changes in Uniform 

Regulations 1922 will be incorpo- 
rated in the next printed changes to be 
issued, the Bureau of Navigation an- 
nounces: 

“Non-rated men who have successfully 
completed the full course of instruction at 
a regularly established service school on 
shore, and other non-rated men who have 
successfully passed the required examina- 
tions for advancement to petty officer third 
class, in the following specialties, shall 
wear, until they are rated a third class 
petty officer, the distinguished marks as 
indicated: for the Machinist’s Mates school 
the specialty mark of Machinist’s Mate; for 
the Artificer’s school, the specialty mark of 
blacksmith, coppersmith or boilermaker as 
appropriate; for the Electrical school, the 
specialty mark of electrician’s mate; for 
the Musician’s school the specialty mark of 
musician; for the Aviation Metalsmith’s 
school the aviation metalsmith specialty 
mark; for the Aviation Carpenter’s Mate 
school; the specialty mark for Aviation Car- 
penter’s Mate for the Aerographer's school 
the specialty mark for aerographer; and 
the graduates of aviation general utility 
courses wil] wear sepcialty mark consist- 
ing of aviation wings without other device 
between the wings.”

MIDSHIPMAN DISABILITY. 

N individual was examined for ap- 

pointment as midshipman June 3, 
1924, and no physical defects were noted. 
On December 7, 1925, at the annual ex- 
amination of midshipmen, he was found 
to have defective color perception. On 
March 15, 1926, he was reexamined and 
rejected on account of this disability. On 
April 2, 1926, he was admitted to the 
sick list at the Naval Academy with a 
diagnosis of myopia, not in the line of 
duty, the medical officer being of the 
opinion that the condition existed prior 
to the appointment. 

In view of the fact that the physical 
examination of the midshipman at the 
time of entrance to the Naval Academy 
showed no defect in vision, that the 
physical examination of December 7, 
1925, did not disclose the disability of 
myopia, and that there are no affirmative 
facts showing that either of said dis- 
abilities existed prier to his appointment 
to the Naval Academy, the Navy De- 
partment through its Judge Advocate 
General is of the opinion that each of 
said disabilities, i. e., defective color per- 
ception and myopia, should be held to 
have originated in the line of aul.

THE SACRIFICING SERVICE WOMEN. 

THE women of the Army are not forgotten in the human heart of the Secretary of 

War. We are led to make this statement by a perusal of the revised testimony 
Mr. Davis gave before the House Military Committee on promotion and retirement. 
Congressman McSwain precipitated the Secretary’s reference to the wives and other 
female relatives of officers by inquiring if the Secretary were choice in his use of the 
words that the low compensation paid to junior officers was a disgrace to the country. 
Mr. Davis rejoined that the pay was low, but that that was not a disgrace. The 
living conditions he regarded as a disgrace. Then Mr. McSwain suggested it was not 
a disgrace for a young married woman to do her own cooking. With that statement, 
Mr. Davis agreed, but he reiterated “she ought not to be allowed to live under condi- 
tions which I consider a disgrace.” The colloquy continued: 

“Mr. McSwain: The housing conditions, though, are really better than the housing 
conditions of the civilian population of the Nation? 

“Secretary Davis: No. 

“Mr. McSwain: And, of course, 90 per cent of the young housewives do their own 
cooking? 

“Secretary Davis: I do not think you will find the same percentage of women of 
the same training and education that the Army officer’s wife necessarily must have— 
intelligence, training and education, and all those things which go in this case— 
would be living under the same conditions as they are in the Army. * * * Ido 
not think the hopes of the young Army officer, with the standard of character, edu- 
cation, training, ete., which he must have, are equal to the opportunities which the 
same type of man must have in civil life—certainly not for advancement.” 

It is statements such as Secretary Davis made that create the friendly atmosphere 
60 necessary for needed legislation. Admittedly low pay, living conditions that are a 
disgrace—is it any wonder there is discontent in the Army, a seeking for opportu- 
nities in civil life which will be more remunerative? Since the new management as- 
sumed control of the Army and Navy Journal more than a year ago, it has conducted 
a vigorous campaign for improvement of the situation of officers and their families, 
and it is a matter of keen satisfaction that the developments of the past few weeks 
show a national sentiment in favor of and a willing Congress prepared to remedy the 
disgraceful evils which have made life in the Army a burden and thus have materi- 
ally injured its efficiency. 


THE MISUNDERSTANDING WORLD. 

THE Associated Press, the greatest news organization in the world, displayed its 

usual enterprise during the Yuletide week by flashing to its clients the opinions 
of 16 heads of State and Ministers for Foreign Affairs on the manner in which world 
peace and international good will could be best advanced during the new year. Run- 
ning as a thread through all of the expressions is the idea perhaps best expressed by 
Wellington Koo, Premier of China, that international arrangements for the promo- 
tion of peace are less important than the desire of democratic peoples for good will. 
Such arrangements, according to King Albert, will never establish the unassailable 
right between nations until the principles they consecrate shall have developed into 
force of habit. Four nations, one-fourth of those replying, considered disarmament 
of sufficient importance for suggestions—the United States, Hungary (already dis- 
armed), Poland and Sweden. Secretary Kellogg recited as one of the greatest 
obstacles to understanding and sympathy the fear that is brought by competitive 
armaments on land and on sea. Elimination of such fear in his judgment would con- 
tribute more than any other factor to the furtherance of the cause of peace. With 
reference to land armaments, the Secretary reiterates the desirability of regional 
agreements. As to naval limitations, he says: 

“The United States should and will enter gladly into any practical arrangement 
for extending the terms of the Washington conference to other classes of fighting 
ships.” 

It is worthy of note that the agitation in Congress in connection with the develop- 
ment of a cruiser program, a program sanctioned by President Coolidge, is due 
largely to the evasion of the spirit of the Washington Treaties and the consequent 
relegation of the United States to third and possibly fourth place in naval strength. 
In other words, the ratio established by the Washington Treaties is accepted as a 
national policy which cannot and must not be disregarded. Secretary Kellogg makes 
it emphatically clear that this Government has no purpose to cut its capital ship 
strength but proposes to have for the United States an equality, fixed by the ratio, 
in other classes of vessels. If foreign nations are unwilling to accept and observe 
this principle, then with the President and Congress in the temper they are, construc- 
tion will occur which will make the United States dominant upon the seas. 

A more favorable attitude toward disarmament may be displayed in the coming 
international conference at Geneva; but the suspicion will always remain in the 
American mind that if there be results they will not be carried out in good faith. As 
Congressman Butler, chairman of the House Naval Committee, said in his vigorous 
statement in the Army and Navy Journal, which was reprinted, with emphatic ap- 
proval by most of the newspapers of the United States, the Congress was fooled once 


into scrapping 800,000 tons of steel. It will not be fooled again.

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Hill Promotion Bill 
Cut Is Not Favored

of the next session. If this view should 
prevail in the whole Committee, th2 
House undoubtedly will strike out all 
after the enacting clause of the bill 
passed by the Senate and substitute its 
committee proposal, and the conference 
committee of the two Houses will either 
accept it or there will be no legislation. 

The Army and Navy Journal has obd- 
tained the following explanation of the 
bill introduced by Senator Wadsworth. 

Sec. 1. This section contemplates no 
change in the aggregate number of of- 
ficers now authorized for the active list 
of the Regular Army. This aggregate 
number is now 12,079 and will be 12,402 
in 1931, when the five annual increments 
authorized by the Air Corps Act are 
completed. No change is contemplated 
in the present authorized number of gen- 
eral officers (67), officers of the Medical 
Department (1,339), Chaplains (125), or 
professors (8). There is to be no change 
in the present methods of promotion to 
the general officer grade (by selection) 
or of promotion of Medical Department 
officers, Chaplains, and proféssors (on 
length of service). In fact, officers of 
these categories are not affected by any 
provisions of the bill. These provisions 
apply only to officers designated as pro- 
motion-list officers and which would here- 
after include all officers from grade of 
colonel to second lieutenant, inclusive, 
except p ofessors, Chaplains and Medical 
Department officers. The authorized 
number of promotion-list officers would 
now be 10,540 and when all increments 
under the Air Corps Act are completed 
would be 10,863. Instead of being dis- 
tributed in grades as now fixed by law, 
there would be no fixed strength for any 
grade, the number in each grade being 
such as the modified system of promotion 
on length of service would produce. 

Promotion System Changed. 

This section breaks away 
from the system of promotion to va- 
eancies and adopts a system of promo- 
tion on length of service. Promotion to 
colonel will be upon completing 28 
years of commissioned service. How- 
ever, limits of 4 per cent and 6 per 
cent are placed upon the number of 
colonels. Four per cent would now be 
421 colonels. In so far as necessary to 
maintain this number, lieutenant colo- 
nels of less than 28 years’ service would 
be promoted. Six per cent would now 
be 652 and, so long as this number is 
not exceeded, lieutenant colonels of 28 
years’ service would be promoted. This 
flexibility is designed to accommodate 
the two humps now existing, the 
Spanish-American War hump and the 
World War hump, and would serve to 
pass these officers into the grade of 
colonel upon completion of 28 years of 
service or thereafter. The ma- 
jority will pass up upon completing their 
28 years. A few of the World War 
hump may be held back a year or two, 
depending upon the way in which the 
annual attrition takes places in the 
meantime. At all times, except when 
the humps complete 28 years of service, 
the number of colonels will be the mini- 
mum of 4 per cent, or at least less than 
6 per cent. The present fixed number 
of 470 colonels is about 4.5 per cent 
of the total number of promotion-list 
officers. It is assumed that the Army 
can accommodate to some ‘fluctuation in 
the number of colonels in order to afford 
its war humps a fair opportunity to at- 
tain that grade. 

Promotion to lieutenant colonel will 
be upon completion of 22 years of com- 
missioned service. There are no limita- 
tions that will either accelerate or re- 
tard such promotions.

Majority After 17 Years. 

Promotion to major will be upon com- 
pletion of 17 years of commissioned serv- 
ice. This promotion is modified, however, 
by the requirement that the number of 
field officers do not fall below 25 per cent 
nor rise above 40 per cent of the total 
number of promotion-list officers. Twen- 
ty-five per cent would be 2,620 field of- 
ficers. So far as necessary to maintain 
this number, officers of less than 17 
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years’ service would be promoted to the 
grade of major. When the World War 
hump completed 17 years’ service, the 
number of field officers would be in- 
creased to 40 per cent, or 4,216, the in- 
crease of about 1,600 taking place in the 
grade of major. This increase would 
accommodate practically all of the World 
War hump which completes 17 years’ 
service in 1934 and 1935, provided the 
hump is reduced in the meantime. There- 
after, the number of field officers would 
continuously decrease and approach the 
minimum. The present authorized num- 
ber of field officers is 2,772 or about 26.5 
per cent. It is assumed that the Army, 
with seven years to prepare for it, can 


, accommodate to the temporary increase 


in the number of majors in order to give 
the World War hump an opportunity to 
reach this grade practically on schedule. 

Promotion to the grades of captain and 
first lieutenant will take place upon com- 
pletion of 10 and 3 years of service, re- 
spectively. There are no _ limitations 
upon numbers in the various company 
grades. 

Arrangement of Officers. 

For purposes of promotion, officers ap- 
pointed in field grades on July 1, 1920, 
are credited with the service that cor- 
responds to the positions they have oc- 
cupied in the meantime on the promotion 
list. Officers appointed captains or lieu- 
tenants after April 6, 1917, and not later 
than July 1, 1920, are now arranged on 
the promotion list as though all had 
served continuously. This arrangement 
is preserved and the promotion of officers 
who actually were in service continuously 
is prevented from being retarded by 
others above them who were not in serv- 
ice continuously by crediting the latter 
for promotion purposes with continuous 
service. Were this not done, many of- 
ficers would remain first lieutenants as 
much as two years beyond completion of 
10 years’ service while waiting for some 
officer above them to complete his 10 
years and cease to block their promotion. 

Sec. 3. This section contemplates a 
fixed annual attrition of 4 per cent among 
promotion-list officers. In any fiscal 
year, there would be losses by death, 
retirement, discharge, resignition, etc. 
Only in so far as these fell short of 
the required 4 per cent would there be 
a selective removal of officers from the 
list. These removals may be upon ap- 
plication, or otherwise, and are confined 
to officers of more than eight years of 
commissioned service. 

At the present time the promotion- 
list attrition is a little over 3 per cent. 
So long as it continues at this figure 
there will be about 315 normal losses 
annually. The required aggregate re- 
movals of 4 per cent or 421 would there- 
fore, necessitate the removal of about 
100 officers yearly. A large part of 
these may go voluntarily, leaving but a 
small number to be selected for removal. 
It would appear that no officer of aver- 
age efficiency should fear removal, ex- 
cept of his own volition, under this bill. 
Furthermore, a more liberal application 
of existing retirement laws which the 
bill contemplates remain in full force 
and effect would serve to increase the 
normal losses and to decrease the re- 
movals under this bill. 

Wadsworth Promotion Bill. 

The final draft of the Army Promo- 
tion Bill, as introduced by Senator Wads- 
worth, follows: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled, That com- 
missioned officers on the active list of the 
Regular Army, exclusive of general officers 
of the line, of officers of the Medical De- 
partment, of chaplains, and of professors, 
shall hereafter be known as promotion-list 
officers, and the numbers of such promotion- 
list officers in each of the authorized grades 
shall, in lieu of the numbers heretofore 
authorized, be such numbers as result from 
the system of promotion hereinafter pre- 
scribed: 

Provided, That the aggregate number of 
officers of the Regular Army shall not ex- 
ceed the number now or hereafter expressly 
authorized by law: Provided further, That 
the number of general officers of the line, 
of officers of the Medical Department, of 
chaplains, and of professors shall be such 
as are now or may hereafter be expressly 
authorized by law, and promotion to the 
grades of major general of the line and 
brigadier general of the line and promo- 
tion of officers of the Medical Department,

of chaplains, and of professers shall ¢on- 
tinue to be made as now provided by law. 
Service-in-Grade Promotion. 

Sec. 2. Except as hereinafter 
promotion-list officers below the 
colonel shall be promoted to the 
first lieutenant after three years’ 
to the grade of captain after ten 
service, to the grade of major after seven- 
teen years’ service, to the grade of lieuten- 
ant colonel after twent~-two years’ service, 
and to the grade of colonel after twenty- 
eight years’ service. For purposes of pro- 
motion, there shall be credited all commis 
sioned service with which such officers have 
been or may be credited in determining 
their positions on the promotion list, ex 
cept that officers originally appointed 
colonels, lieutenant Colonels or majors 
as of July 1, 1920, shall be deemed to have 
had at that time the same length of servic 
as the next preceding officer on the original 
promotion list who was in the Regular 
Army or Philippine Scouts prior to July 1, 
1920, and except that no officer originally 
appointed a captain or lieutenant after 
April 6, 1917, shall be considered to have 
less commigsioned service than any officer 
below him on the promeition list.

willingness to sacrifice this potential pre- 
ponderance of battleship strength that 
made possible the acceptance of Secre- 
tary Hughes’ ratio for capital ships. 

This same formula, no doubt, would 
be acceptable to other naval powers pro- 
vided that the ratio be predicated, as 
was the case with battleships, on exist- 
ing tonnage in cruisers. With the 
American Navy hopelessly outclassed it 
would obviously be impossible to negoti- 
ate on this basis.

DANGER LURKS IN LATIN-AMERICA 

N international situation has devel- 

oped in connection with the Nicara- 
guan revolution which threatens to d‘s- 
turb Pan-American relations. Brazil, 
which has always been’ exceedingly 
friendly to American policies, has be- 
come restive as a result of the course 
pursued by Rear Admiral J. L. Lati- 
mei, commanding the Special Service 
Squadron, and the landing of Marines at 
Puerto Cabezas and Rio Grande Bar, 
Nicaragua, and the Rio’s government’s 
attitude is reflective of the sentiment pre- 
vailing in neighboring states less 
friendly to the “Colossus of the North.” 

There is involved also in the Nicara- 
guan situation the relations of the United 
States and Mexico. President Coolidge’s 
administration has recognized the Con- 
servative Government in Nicaragua, 
while the Mexican Government has ex- 
tended recognition to the Liberal move- 
ment and is reported to be aiding it 
with men and arms, or at least blinking 
its eyes at their service. 

The Mexican-Nicaraguan situation has 
been the subject of numerous confer- 
ences between the President and his 
cabinet, and was discussed on Tuesday 
by the President with the Secretaries of 
State, War and Navy. The Chinese 
situation likewise was discussed, wiin 
special reference to the latest British 
note insisting upon a more liberal inter- 
national policy toward China. But of 
special concern was the Pan-American 
development. In order to clarify the 
atmosphere, the White House spokesman 
announced that the sole purpose of tnc 
landing of marines in Nicaragua was “io 
protect American life and property.” At 


the same time full approval was ex- 
tended to Rear Admiral] Latimer’s con- 
duct. 

The Services should watch develop- 


ments in connection with Mexico. The 
Calles Government has not answered 
satisfactorily the protests of the United 
States with regard to the confiscatory 
land law which enters into effect on the 
New Year. The British Government has 
made representatives to Washington that 
the property interests of its subjects in 
Mexico must not be injuriously affected. 
This has thrown an additional onus on 
the United States, and may precipitate 
possibilities of a serious nature. 








what similar procedure was indulged in 
by England on the eve of the Wash- 
ington conference and her newly started 
warships, caustically referred to as “Blue 
prints” were thrown into the scales. 
Would Expedite Agreement. 
There is an unanimity of opinion how- 
ever that actual embarkation on a policy 
of building up the navy would expedite, 
as nothing else would, another confer- 
ence on limitation of naval armament. 
In this connection it is worthy of com- 
ment to note that the sensational charges 
that other naval powers have been violat- 
ing the spirit if not the letter of the 
Washington conference agreement can- 
not be ascribed to Rear Admiral Hillary

plied by our Allies. The United States 
cannot again expect to be so fortunaie 
as to have such valuable assistance. 

One of the most striking lessons which 
may be drawn from the experiences of 
the World War is, that one of the chief 
duties of an army in peace-time is to 
keep its equipment abreast of modern 
developments and to produce new equip- 
ment in quantities sufficient to arm the 
troops at the beginning of the emer- 
gency. 

Months Required For Supplies 

Many months are required to develop 
and produce artillery, machine guns and 
ammunition in quantities necessary for 
an emergency. To await the emergency 
to produce equipment already developed 
will probably result in a failure to sup- 
ply the troops before the emergency is 
past; at any rate it will require the 
troops first engaged to meet their ad- 
versary at a disadvantage. To await 
the emergency to develop and to produce 
modern equipment will necessitate the 
repetition of the old sin of starting a new 
conflict with means and weapons used 
at the close of the last emergency. A 
large part of the equipment with which 
the American Army was equipped at the 
conclusion of the World War was sup- 
plied by our Allies, and was equipment 
which had been developed during the 
war. A number of the weapons were 
more or less in the experimental stage 
when the war ended, having been pro- 
duced during the war to meet changed 
conditiors. These weapons have not 
been pe ‘fected and no new models have 
been issued to our troops. 

Is Infantry Modernized? 

of the expenditure of con- 
siderable money for experimentation 
since the war, recent investigations have 
disclosed that the air force was not suffi- 
ciently modernized. After the survey 
of the air situation was completed, a law 
was passed that conceded the former de- 
ficiencies in the air force, but the addi- 
tional funds necessary to put the law 
into effect were not appropriated. Other 
branches need additional funds to bring 
their establishments abreast of modern 
development. During the World War, 
possibly the greatest changes both in 
tactics and armament were noted in the 
Infantry. Sudden radical changes 
presage still further changes and read- 
justments. The present age is one of 
rapid development. Appliances which 
were modern yesterday are obsolete to- 
day. But the Infantry is not being mod 
ernized in accordance with post-war de- 
velopments. 

Mobility is a very important considera- 
tion in war. We live in the age of mobil- 
ity as exemplified by automotive trans- 
portation. We read in the press some 
years ago of attempts to motorize In- 
fantry. was the result? Have 


In spite 


What 
organizations been equipped so that the 
improved methods of transportation 
found in civilian life, can be applied 
to the movement of arms, and equip- 
ment prepared for combat? No. 
Vehicles adapted to the needs of the 
Army no doubt must have character- 
isties not required for ordinary commer- 
cial use. Yet vehicles that will operate 
across country, that will be suitable for 
hauling troops and their equipment, that 
will provide for rapid movement of ma- 
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and sympathetic treatment on the pari 
of those in whose interest it functions 
and to stand still is to retrograde. Te 
maintain the highest morale and reach 
its greatest degree of efficiency the 
Guard must be completely organized and 
to do that requires expansion; not to 
any great extent, but at least to that 
point where each division has all its 
components. I mean by that a regi- 
ment which has not permission to or- 
ganize its staff in full and complete 
the line units, can never have the 
morale er pride that is enjoyed by a 
completely erganized regiment. I can 
think of nothing more important than 
that these organizations be allowed to 
complete their organization and this re- 
quires additional money not now avail- 
able, and additional strength not yet per- 
mitted. 

“Those in the National Guard would 
like to see the ban raised on enlistments 
which now allows but 100 and 10 per 
cent of maintenance strength. Further 
if it is not possible to at once find funds 
to complete all the 18 infantry divisions 
and 4 cavalry divisions, then it is hoped 
that we can do it by increments of say 
10,000 a year until the National Guard 
has reached a strength of approximately 
210,000. This having been accomplished 
we have the organization, which, if ex- 
panded to peace strength, will reach the 
250,000 mark placed as the goal for the 
National Guard. 

Sympathetic Treatment Asked. 

“It is unthinkable that the National 
Guard should have a less appropriation 
than they have had in the past, yet i 
understand that the present budget so 
contemplates. I am sure all those con- 
versant with our military forces, both 
in and eut of Congress, realize that in 
this State volunteer force the country 
has a very dependable line of defense, 
which when completely organized will 
need but a few months of active and 
continuous service to become part of a 
very formidable defensive force, and be- 
cause of the very nature of the person 


chine guns and other accompanying In- 
fantry weapons, have not been issued to 
troops. A cross-country car recently 
demonstrated in Washington was said 
to be useful for command and recon- 
naissance purposes. This car has not 
been put in production or issued to 
troops. Comments have been noted in 
our press concerning the development 
of cross-country cargo vehicles, but these 
vehicles have not been furnished to 
troops. Certainly the desirability of 
motorization of Infantry units and those 
of other branches should be determined 
by equipping representative organiza- 
tions will all types of motor vehic'es. 
The trench mortar and 37-mm guns were 
added to Army equipment during the 
World War. The former was of limited 
range, inaccurate, and so unreliable that 
troops at present are prohibited frem 
firing it with high explosive. It is un- 
derstood that both of these weapons 
have been improved. Reports indicate 
that the new mortar is vastly superior 
to the old type. But no provisions have 
been made to produce these weapons for 
use to troops. 

Automatic arms are certain to in- 
creasé in importance. Foreign coun- 
tries are increasing the proportion of 
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nel composing it, it would be a force of 
high morale, keen enthusiasm, and due 
to traditions, a determined adjunct of 
the Army of the United States. These 
men it will be recalled are part of the 
producing power of our country, all em- 
ployed, yet maintained as soldiers at a 
minimum cost. Therefore 1 cannet help 
but feel, as President of the National 
Guard Association of the United States, 
representing in that capacity the armed 
forces of the States, that Congress will 
bo sympathetic and appreciative ef the 
potential military force which they are 
asked to support, and that is all we ask 
or- hope for. 

“We must not go back; we want to 
increase in efficiency. It cannot be ac- 
complished without everything possibie 
is done to maintain and improve the 
morale, increase and strengthen the 
force, and a realization upon the part 
of the National Guard that their efforis 
are appreciated by the Government.

Army Air Corps Advances in 
Aerial Photographic Science 





Qe of the most important activities 

of the Air Corps, U. S. A., is the 
science of aerial photography, taught at 
the Air Corps Technical School at 
Chanute Field, Rantoul, Il. At this 
school officers of the Regular Army, 
National Guard, and Reserves, are 
given the most thorough instruction in 
all the elements appertaining to aerial 
photography, which is so important to 
the military and naval services. 

The personnel in charge of the De- 
partment of Photography of the Air 
Corps Technical School are: Director, 
1st Lt. Charles Backes; Supply Officer, 
2nd Lt. J. M. Fitzmaurice; Senior In- 
structors, 2nd Lts. John W. Warren, 5. 
W. Towle, jr., Messrs. Charles Vance, G. 
F. Grimes, Master Sgt. P. H. Hammer 
and Tech. Sgt. G. B. Gilbert. 

Courses Are Varied. 

The courses include practical aerial 
photography, the military use of aerial 
photographs, photograph interpretation, 
aerial intelligence, basic photographic 
course, practical ground photography, 
copying filters, the work of a photo sec- 
tion, and mosaic making. 

In the course for Regular Officers more 
time is devoted to mosaic making, the 
students receiving instruction in prac- 
tical aerial photography for a period of 
860 hours. Sixty hours are devoted to 
instruction in elementary topography, 78 
hours to photographic interpretation of 
aerial intelligence, 9 hours in the mili- 
tary uses of aerial photography, and 9 
hours in the administration of a photo- 
graphic section. Practical aerial pho- 
tography comprises about 160 hours of 
actual time in the air, divided equally 
between the duties of photographic pilot, 
and photographic observer. 

Assignment of Graduates. 

Officers who graduate are assigned to 
command photographic sections of which 
there are 17. The knowledge gained in 
flying photographic missions for map 
making projects becomes of imestimable 
value to a graduate officer after he is 
assigned to his section. 

There is but one officer allotted to a 
section, and the greater portion of a 
section's time is taken up with the com- 
pletion of mapping projects for such 
agencies of the Government as the Geo- 
logical Survey, the Coast and Geodetic 
Survey, the Rivers and Harbors Com- 
mission, ete. The section commander is 
sent to all parts of the United States 
on these mapping details, carrying with 
him, besides his plane, only his equip- 
ment, his observer, and possibly a me- 
chanic. 

The greatest shortage exists in prop- 
erly trained personnel, especially com- 
missioned personnel. There is sufficeint 
work in aerial photography, for topogra- 
phic map making and map revision to 
accommodate several times the number 
of trained photographic pilots needed in 
the Air Corps. 

Night Photography Improves. 

Great strides have been made in night 
photography, or aerial photography by 
the use of the flashlight, also the  so- 
called quick work photography. A year 
or so ago it required several hours to 
secure a finished print of any given sub- 
ject photographed from the air. A fin- 
ished print can now be placed in the 
hands of a military commander in less 
than 10 minutes after the plane leaves 
the ground. 

With the multiple lens camera it is 
possible to photograph approximately 
200 square miles per hour, securing at 
the same time sufficient overlap for map 
making purposes. 





PHOTOGRAPH CANAL ZONE. 
rPHE 12th Photographie Section, Air 

Corps, U. S. A., on duty at France 
Field Canal Zone, has accomplished the 
feat of photographing the entire Pan- 
ama Canal Zone in one picture. The 
photograph was taken at an altitude of 
12,000 feet and covered a distance of 
about 60 miles, including the fortified 
islands on the Pacific side, Fort Sher- 
man on the Atlantic side and portions 
of both Atlantic and Pacific Oceans.

Air Rules Are Announced 
By Department of Commerce 


(CARRYING the expressed approval of 

~ representatives of all branches of the 
aeronautical industry in the United 
States, the Department of Commerce 
has made public the air commerce reg- 
ulations governing civilian aviation. 
They became effective December 31, 1926. 

Aircraft manufaeturers, aeronautical 
engineers, pilots, publishers and editors 
of aeronautical magazines, owners of 
aireraft and others connected with the 
aeronautical industry cooperated with 
the department in its efforts to draw 
up the most effective and useful rules 
to properly regulate air traffic in a man- 
ner which will assure safety and be most 
helpful to the development of the in- 
dustry. 2 

The regulations were analyzed, sec- 
tion by section, in a series of seven con- 
ferences between different elements of 
the industry and William P. MacCracken, 
Jr., the Department’s Assistant Secre- 
tary for Aeronautics. Following these 
conferences the revised regulations were 
submitted to the industry for further 
revision and final approval. 

Copies of the regulations may be ob- 
tained upon application to the Informa- 
tion Section, Bureau of Aeronautics, De- 
partment of Commeree. 


FLYING FIELDS IMPROVEMENTS. 
( ‘ONTRACTS for some improvements at 

Bolling Field, District of Columbia, 
and Wright Field, Dayton, Ohio, have re- 
cently been let. 

At Bolling Field a contract has been 
let to Pagenhardt & Company, of Phila- 
delphia, for $15,678, for equipment and 
material for the construction of .a boiler 
house, and heating system in the ma- 
chine shop.

OBSTRUCTION CAUSED CRASH. 

'PHE court of inquiry which examined 

into the airplane accident at Scott 
Field, Rantoul Field, Ill, Dee. 22, 1926, 
in which four officers were killed when 
planes came into collision, recognized 
that the inability of an airplane pilot to 
get more than a limited view from his 
cockpit of the air ahead of his machine 
was a hazardous element in flying. 

The board concluded that when the 
two planes came together, almost head 
on, 400 feet above the field, each pilot 
was unable to see the other machine be- 
cause they approached “at blind angles.” 

The evidence indicated that possibly 
Lieut. Ralph L. Lawter caught sight a 
second before the crash of the other 
plane, flown by Lieut. Henry Kunkel, but 
not in time to swing clear. 








than this particular plane was equipped 
with a super-charger. No additional 
supplies of gas and oil were carried, no 
oxygen was carried, and the pilot was 
not equipped for any other than a 
routine trip. 

The ascent and descent was made in 
less than two hours and Lieutenant 
Clark landed none the worse for his ex- 
perience. Mr. C. O. Perry of the Engi- 
neering Department of Wright Field 
then took the same plane and accompa- 
nied by Capt. T. C. Buckner, Med. Corps, 
Field Surgeon, started another flight 
still without an extra equipment or sup- 
plies, taking the plane to a height of 
28,000 feet. He stated that at the height 
of the flight he experienced some fa- 
tigue; that his eyes became dim; that his 
face and hands were numb, and that 
every movement was an effort. 

Captain Buckner, Medical Corps, 
stated that he felt the cold very keenly. 
He became so weak that he had diffi- 
culty in raising his feet from the floor 
of the cockpit to make slight changes of 
position. He took his own pulse at fre- 
quent intervals and had difficulty in mak- 
ing the count at 28,000 feet. On the 
descent he experienced intense pain in 
his ears, but felt no ill effects after 
landing.

Navy Department Announces 
New Arlington Broadcast Plan 


'PHE Navy Department has announced 

its plans for changes affecting the 
NAA (Arlington) Broadcasting Station 
which should materially increase its 
operating efficiency. It has undertaken 
improvements in the modulation 
quality of the broadcast transmission 
of the Arlington radio telephone trans- 
mitter. 

The broadcast set at 


and 


Arlington has 
always suffered from induced interfer- 
ence due to the number of other radiv 
transmitters located in close proximity 
to it. Efforts to eliminate code and other 
noises picked up by induction have been 
ineffectual. It has therefore been de- 
cided to locate this set in the Washing- 
ton Navy Yard where it will not be in 
such close contact to other radio appa- 
ratus. 

Steps have also been taken to improve 
the modulation of this set; a speech 
input equipment will soon be obtained 
for use with this set and the Navy De- 
partment hopes that the quality of the 
broadcast will be materially improved. 

The transmitter now at Arlington 
maintains its assigned frequency of 690 
Kes(434.5 meters) within very narrow 
limits. The Radio Service Bulletin is- 
sued by the Department of Commerce 
shows that during the last six months 
the frequency has been measured 31 
times and that the average deviation 
from the assigned frequency was zero 
percent. For this reason this station has 
been selected by the Bureau of Stand- 
ards as.one of the seven standard-fre- 
quency broadcasting stations in the 
United States.

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Connell Wood Aids Filipino Reconstruction 





OL. CARMI THOMPSON, in his re- 
recent report to the President on 

the Philippine situation, makes the fol- 
lowing commené on “the military atmos- 
phere of the present Administration” : 

“The Governor General, himself a dis- 
tinguished soldier, is surrounded by a 
group of American Army officers who 
serve as assistants, aides and confidential 
advisers. These officers have excellent 
military records, but evidently lack train- 
ing and experience in the duties of civil 
government and in dealing with begisla- 
tive bodies and civiliaz officials. * 
This situation gives the Filipino leaders 
an opportunity to protest that the islands 
are under militaristic rule.. On the 
whole, General Wood is to be commended 
for his efficient conduct of affas irs during 
his Administration. = 

“My obcervations lead me to believe 
the people would be more contented and 
less inclined to unrest under a more 
purely civil administration.” 

The following authoritative article 
summarizes the problems and progress 
of the Wood Administration in the Phil- 


ippines. 


OLLOWING a record of perform- 

ance, which has added lustre to his 
previous great career, Major General 
Leonard A. Wood, Governor General of 
the Philippines, will return shortly to 
the United States to recuperate from 
the effects of a major operation. 

For five years General Wood has 
toiled in the Far Eastern Archipelago. 
He accepted the Governor Generalship, 
nermally one of the most difficult and 
delicate offices under our government, 
not because there was evidence that af- 
fairs would run smoothly, but because 
of the plain evidence that there must be 
a period of reconstruction. In order 
to respond to what he conceived to be 
a plain call of duty, General Wood sac- 
rificeed a career as Chanceller of the 
University of Pennsylvania, a career 
which particularly appealed to him. 

Found Chaos in Islands. 

General Weod found in the Philip- 
pine Islands an organic law of Con- 
gress in most respects excellent and 
in practically every respect satisfac- 
tory. He feund that the preceding ad- 
ministration of the Islands had been 
less interested in the government of the 
Islands in accordance with the laws of 
Congress than in preparation for a 
hasty American departure. There had 
been given to Filipinos—some well and 
some ill prepared for the responsibili- 
ties—practically all the key executive 
positions in the Islands. Congress had 
reserved to the President authority to fill 
but thirteen offices in the government of 
12,000,000 people in 55 widely distrib- 
uted provinces. Of these offices, five had 
been customarily filled by Filipinos and 
are now. 

Executive Pewer Subordinated. 

Not only had all the offices which 
might under the law be filled by Fili- 
pinos been so filled, but, by executive 
action and by Acts of the Legislature, 
many of the most important executive 
functions which Congress had retained to 
the Governor-General had been turned 
over to legislative leaders. 

Briefly, General Wood had found: Dis- 
ordered finances, executive authority 
weakened by non-use, by executive order, 
and by Acts of the Legislature in viola- 
tion of the organic law of Congress and 
those functions of the government which 
could be kept up to a desired standard 
only by frequent inspections, by admoni- 
tion, and by example had been permitted 
to sag. This applied particularly to the 
department of health and the department 
of justice and, in a lesser degree, to 
other services in the Islands. 

To bring the situation back to what 
had been the ideal of American adminis- 
tration in the Islands was the task which 
General Wood set for himself. 

Secured Financial Legislation. 

In the first session of the Legislature 
following promptly on his taking the 
oath of office, General Wood succeeded 
in securing practically all the financial 
legislation desired. The financial mess 
was admitted on all sides—by the Fili- 
pino leaders and by the public. The 
Filipino leaders were particularly eager 
to remedy the situation because, unless 
it were remedied, their future was not 
in doubt. They could not have survived 
the indignation of the people. The 16 








per cent discount at which the peso was 
circulating wes obvious to all, and the 
political party in opposition did not fail 
to point out that this was the result 
of the control of the government by the 
majority party. As a result of this leg- 
islation and the executive action taken 
following it, the Philippine peso was 
shortly at par and has remained so ever 
sinee. 
Reduced Budget Greatly. 

General Wood brought the annual bud- 
get expenditures down from 101,000,000 
to 67,000,000 pesos in two years. In do- 
ing this, the essential services of the 
government had been adequately main- 
tained, snd in the cases of the health 
and related services had been greatly 
iniproeved. 

The balancing of the budget has ap- 
parently become a habit in the Philip- 
pines—a habit, however, which will be 
derarted from just so soon as the execu- 
tive ceases constant supervision over the 
preparation of the budget and over the 
expenditures therefrom, two tasks im- 
posed on the executive by the organic 
law. 

General Wood had the full cooperation 
of the political leaders in the enactment 
of legislation which rehabilitated the 
currency of the Islands and put the 
sinking funds on a proper basis. He 
did not have, to quite the same extent, 
their cooperation in the reduction of the 
expenditures of the government so as to 
bring them within the current income. 
He was enabled, however, by persistent 
effort to accomplish this. The financial 
situation of the Philippine government 
today leaves but little to be desired. 

Political Leaders Oppesed. 

In the second task which General 
Woed had undertaken he by no means 
had the cooperation of the political lead- 
ers. On the contrary, he had rather 
active opposition. To the extent that 
executive authority had been weakened 
by non-use, the resumption of the full 
exercise of authority was not openly 
opposed. By executive order there had 
been created a Council of State. On the 
arrival of General Wood in the Philip- 
pines this Council consisted of the pre- 
siding officers of the two legislative 
houses and the heads of department, or 
cabinet of the Governor-General, the 
Governor-General being the presiding of- 
ficer. This body was not created by the 
Legislature, nor had its membership been 
prescribed by legislation. It was, there- 
fore, within the power of the Governor- 
General, by executive order to change 
its membership, reduce, or increase it. 

The Legislature, however, had, by pro- 
visions in various appropriation bills 
and otherwise, required the approval of 
the Council of State as a condition of 
certain Acts and had shown an incr-as- 
ing disposition to require acts of the 
executive to be performed subject to the 
approval of the Council of State created 
by him. 

Showdown Held Essential. 

Obviously, the Governor-General could, 
by the exercise of the veto pewer, pre- 
vent further legislative recognition of 
the Council of State. He could not, how- 
ever, readily remove the idea that the 
Filipino members of the Council of State 
were responsible to the Filipino political 
leaders. It was this view that led to 
the resignation in 1923 of the Filipino 
heads of departments of the government. 
This created some agitation and there 
was some criticism of General Wood be- 
cause of his so-called “arbitrary” action. 
An analysis of the situation, however, 
discloses that a showdown was essential. 

General Wood has for three years con- 
ducted the executive departments of the 
government in an orderly, efficient man- 
ner with increasing economy without 
these cabinet officials. The lesson which 
he desired to inculeate has been thor- 
oughly learned. . The resignation of the 
cabinet created no break in the continu- 
ity of the government and there was no 
loss in efficiency. 

From the date of his inauguration, the 
Governor-General has applied himself 
untiringly to inspections of the various 
services of the government. He has 
gone over the provinces and every mu- 
nicipality thereof and he has gone over 
the territory occupied by the wild peo- 
ple and by the Moros. He has visited 
the jails and hospitals. He has stressed, 





and in part succeeded, in strengthening 
the welfare services of the government. 

Obviously, those things which General 
Wood had set himself to do which would 
deprive the political leaders in the Phil- 
ippines of powers which they had_ac- 
customed themselves to exercise would 
meet opposition. This opposition was 
the stronger because these leaders were 
well intrenched and had behind them an 
overwhelming majority of the voeal 
classes in the Islands and of the voters. 

The Governor-General did not desire 
to deprive them of this influence, nor 
could he if he would, but in a contro- 
versy involv:ng the authority of its lead- 
ers it was not difficult te solidify the 
Legislature in oppesition to the Govern- 
or-General. Appeal was made to the 
pride of race. 

There were notable exceptions, how- 
ever: the most notable is that of Gen- 
eral Aguinaldo and his followers among 
the old Veterans of the Philippine insur- 
rection against Spain and against the 
United States. General Aguinaldo has 
seen in Genzral Wood a man who wished 
only good to the Philippine: and to the 
Filipino people, and has urged the sup- 
port of General Wood because only 
through following the leadership of Gen- 
eral Wood could the Filipines hope for 
the accomplishment of their ideals. 

In the endeavor to find fault with 
General Wood in ths Philippines it was 
represented that he hed surrounded him- 
self with a military oligarchy and that 
his government was, in effect, a dis- 
guised military government. 

Ne Military Oligarchy. 

General Wood has fewer military of- 
ficers subject to his orders in the Philip- 
pine Islands than any of the American 
Governor-Generals preceding him. Prior 
to the entry of America in the Werld 
War, the Governor-General of the Philip- 
pines had five officers in the Philippine 
Constabulary authorized by law, and 
these were usually supplemented by one 
or two additional officers who were In- 
spectors of the Constabulary, in addition 
to which he had one or more perscnal 
aides. General Wood has had no of- 
ficer on duty with the Constabulary, he 
has had one medical cffieer advising the 
department of health, which is composed 
exclusively of Filipino officials, and he 
has had, at most, three other cfficers who 
were his assistants and aides. 

Progress Has Been Made. 

When on analyzes the success of Gen- 
eral Wood since going to the Islands 
and sees the patient accomplishment, 
one after another, of the several pur- 
poses to which he has deveted himself, 
the question arises as to whether his 
task is accomplished. 

To one acquainted with the Philip- 
pine government and the Philippine sit- 
uation, the first answer is that the Gov- 
ernor-Generalcy of the Philippine Islands 
is normally one of the most important 
positions under the American govern- 
ment. The President has no appoint- 
ment which requires such high personal 
qualities, a strength both mental and 
physical, and a patience without limit. 
However well General Wood may accom- 
plish the major problems presented to 
him on his accepting office, there will 
remain problems to be solved, and the 
day’s work of a Governor-General in the 
Philippine islands will never be done.

DRILL PAY DENIED 

N a recent decision handed down by 

the Comptroller General it is held that 
officers of a staff corps attending drills 
of a line organization of the National 
Guard are not entitled to armory drill 
pay by reason of such attendance. The 
specific case at hand is with the 115th 
Field Artillery, Tennessee National 
Guard, where a captain of the Medical 
Detachment of the 115th was attached 
to a battery for drill and instruction. 

The Comptroller General holds that the 
captain, being a staff officer below the 
grade of major not belonging to an or- 
ganization, is entitled to armory drill pay 
for the satisfactory performance of his 
appropriate duties as prescribed in the 
National Guard Regulations, Section 109 
of the National Defense Act as amended 
by the act of June 3, 1924, 45 Stat. 364; 
par. 928(b) National Guard Regulations, 
1922, as amended by changes No. 14, 
June 3, 1924. The appropriate duties of 
such an officer are prescribed in para- 
graph 445(j) and 452 and do not include 
the attendance at drills of a line organi- 
zation by an officer of a staff corps.

Change in U. S. Disbursements 
'PHE Comptroller General of the United 

States, J. R. McCarl, recommends a 
sweeping reorganization of the entire 
Federal system of spending Government 
moneys so as to take all disbursing offi- 
cers entirely tvom under the influence of 
the “spending agencies.” 

Enough illegal payments were collected 
last year by the General Aceounting 
Office, the Comptroller General reported.

hand of 314 as compared with the prior 
fiscal year, despite the fact that there 
was: an inerease in aceounts received 
numbering 677.
